Detective Burns Trails an Alarm Clock. 

A kevhole and an alamn oloek 
conihinid to furnlab tbia ooontrv 
last nionih with a sensation wbicb 

for a time cast into obscurity tbe 
warfare in Mexico, the political 
contests in Washington, the hitrh 
price of living and the coming 
coronation in Great Britain- The 
keyhole was one in a door of Mrs. 
In^crsol.s boardlns houne in San 
Francisco. Inside the door, eight 
or nine months aK;o, so the story 
runs, two men sat talking in low 
tones of their plans lo dynamite 
certain buildings. Outisicie the door 
was the inquisitive latiillady with 
her ear to the keyhole listening 

She heard enough to arouse her 
suspicions, and when the building 
of the Los Angefes Times was soon 
after blown up, burying twenty one 
persons in tbe ruins, she conimu- 
nioated wbat she had heard aud 
gave th« dotootlves their first clear 
clue. The alarm olook in the case 
was a very alarming one indeed. 
It was found andrr a now bridge 
in Peora, 111., nn ordinary fifty- 
cent olook— with a slight modifioa- 
tion. The handle that operated tbe 
alarm was missins; but in Its place 
was a piece of bent copper wire. 

Near by was a small dry battery 
wall a Kfound wire 'and another 
wire running to a fulminating 
charge in a two-gallon package of 
dynamite. 

When the time for which the 
a|arm was set arrived, the bent 
copper wire moved and closed the 
circuit. The spark of electricity 
was sent to the fulininatin« charge 
The dv namite shoula have exploded 
and wrecked thp briilK'e But iu 
this case the spark w:»h a little too 
weak to do whai was t'.\i)ectf d of it. 
No explosion occurred. The clock 
was discovered and turned over to 
the detectives. An explosion came 
indeed, later, but not the sort 
oriKinaily designed. Who placed 
tbe alarm clock there? That was 
the problem ftii tbe detectives to 
solve. When the Los Angeles 
Times buildins was blown up, n 
clock 'of exactly the same kind" 
was found, with anotner unexploded 
package of dynamlie, near the homo 
of the owner of Tbe Tin>es, General 
Harrison Gray Otis. Examination 
disclosed the use of tbe same make 
of clock In other explosions and at- 
tempted explosions in widely sopa- 
rated places- a ohurob in Ollnj^n, 
In lana; a court-houre in OoHMia; 
a hotel in French Lick, Indiana, 
and so forth. In the last five years, 
in fact, seventy such attempts bare 
bfen recorded by the National EreO- 
tors Association, and "practically 
no part i>f tlie United States has 
b»Pii fr, p" fritni thf-m Here a 
bridge, tiiere a viaduct, souu where 
I else a derrick or lioiRting crane, a 
mill '>r ail office huiUling.

There is probably no morA 
striking illustration of the ret- 
markable proitress of the South 
during the last few years than 
that threat change which has 
taken place in the newspapers of 
the leading towns and cities of 
that section in that period. It 
was but a few years ago when 
Citere were puly'u few cities in 
the Booth in which the daily 
newspapers showed through 
their aavertisinie columns as 
well as in their news pages 
any evidence of great business 
activity. In feet, most of tbe 
newspapers bad rather an uphill 
light, beoaase of the lack of 
broad advertisinfi; by local peo- 
ple. Today the situation is en- 
tirely different. In dozens of 
towns and cities throaRhont the 
Sooth the newspapers, which 
have always been leaders in 
the upboilding of (he South, are 
in Mieniselves remarkable illu?- 
trations of tbi* vast growth of 
business of every kind. Papers 
which a few years ago showed 
but scantv recognition lu their 
aivertising pages of thespprec a 
lion by local people of tbe valne 
ofadvetising are now crowded 
with a variety and an amount of 
advertising indicative of the life 
and aotivity of tbe eommonity.In 
fact, some of them are evidently 
Ht times almost tempted to follow 
the eumple of ft ootamereial pa- 
per,once well known, with which 
the writer wasacqoaioted, whose 
ftdVertisioR ^rew so rapidly that 
one day there appeared at the 
head iuf the editorial coiumii 
tnis annooncenieiit : "Owing to 
the great press of advertisioKi ali 
editorial matter is omitted from 
this fhsne." In that particular 
case tbe business manager, and 
ndt tbe reditor was responsible 
for the in^keop, aod he believed 
the advertisements in the pap<:i 
wera more interesting to tbe 
public as well as to the publsih- 
ers, then editorial stuff. He be- 
lieved that a business actiyity 
which swamped the columns of 
his paper with advertising mat 
tei to the exclusion from that is- 
sue of hall editoriala iudieatcd 
the prosperity of the cbmnsanily 
far better than anything the ul- 
fortnnate editor niight have kt- 
boriooaly written. 

While Southern papers may 
not have tbe o^portanity of 
followiaff thia ezample, tbay ftr«> 
at least every day becoming 
more and more in themselves 
advertisements of theie • oom- 
munitiep. The outside man not 
familiar with the South who 
picks up a daily paper from any 
one of its leading cities will get 
an impression about Southern 
business life and activity that 
will necessarily have a labting 
effect. It niight, indeed, be a 
good policy for every business 
man in the South, after he has 
read hta loefti paper, to 
mail it to some friend else 
where. The influence for good 
could hardly be estimated. It 
is quite certain that every pa- 
per sent from any part of the 
Sooth to Northern or Western 
friends would be read, and it 
oonld uot be read without cre- 
ating a new iinpreBsioii about 
business actiyity in the Sojith. 

If every bankinf^-bouFe, for 
instance, woulrl make it a rule 
to have the daily papers which 
it receivf^B mailed after they 
have beou read to its correspond- 
ent.s in other - sections, taking 
by turns tha names on its list, 
It would find the Hiiiall postage 
returned a thousandfold through 
a closer acquaintauceBhip aud an 
enlarged business with its out- 
side banking friends. The same 
18 true as in every other line of 
business in tbe South. No man 
is doing business in 'that section 
without having acQuaintauces or 
corresDoudeute elsewhere Let 
everyone make it a rule to send 
to some outside friend eveiy 
copy of his daily paper whicii 
now goes to th« WHBtc-basket 
after it has been read. In the 
segregate millions of copies of 
Sootheru papers would in thie 
way annually reach people in 
otlitT sections. The cost is t-inall ; 
thi^ value to the Sooth would be 
great. — Maiiufactnrer's Record.
